".EMARK.AGLE ARMY THAT WENT 


TO CAPTURE THE HOLY LAND. 


. l.iM'n.iatlt of Innocont Lives Sacrificed 


Jl< <">imc of f gmirunt EnthnMasm — When 
Inlt li'sent Kiil»litn Took Part, Victory 
Cttiuu— SIou \Vlio !.«<!. 
Peter tho Hermit was a monk of Pi- 


vnr'ly, \vho h:id made a. pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem. 
While there he had wit- 


tiec-EU'l the suilerings of those who tried 
to preserve the true faith among the 
hordes of barbariaaa who had swarmed 
",,"n unil now possessed the lands of 
Abut iiinur. He saw the shocking prof- 
inations of the s:<cred places of the Holy 
'Jity, and his heart burned within him 
to release it from its oppression. At 
nighttime droains came to him from 
which it was pointed out to him that hia 
iniss-ion \vas to rouse the nations of En- 
rope to a holy war. 


Fired with lliis ambition, he made his 


wjiy b.-ck to France. The reports of his 
powerful preaching spread, and greater 
numbers flock each day to hear him. 
finally, in November of 1095, such a 
company is gathered as probably has 
never been seen together bofore. 


The plain of La Limagne, in Auvergne, 


was covered with "white tents, in which 
were lodged 80,000 people, 4,000 priests 
and 400 bishops and abbots were there, 
while also there was there one man who 
was mightier than all of them, Urban 
II, pope of Rome, to whom all western 
Europe did homage. 


A lofby stand had been erected in the 


open air, for no building would accom- 
modate the throng. 
Upon this sat the 


pope, and beside him stood thshermir, 
holding aloft the cross. With burning 
words and tearful eyes he described the 
shameful sights he had witnessed in 
Jerusalem, and called for volunteers to 
go with him to wrest the Holy City from 
the infidel. 


His appeal was seconded by Urban, 


who promised all who fought that if 
they won the land they conquered should 
be theirs; while if they died a place in 
heaven should snrely be their reward. 
The cross waa held out to them and they 
were invited to come forward aijd take 
it to wear npon their persons as the badge 
of their devotion. 


Adhimar de Monteri. hishop of Puy, 


was the first to come forward, and thou- 
sands poured after him. 


The excitement spread and all Europe 


resounded with the preparations for this 
undertaking. 
Peter, with excess of zoal 


and absolute lack of wisdom, gathered a 
multitude of peasant men, women and 
children, unarmed and unprovided with 
the sustenance for the march which he 
undertook to lead in person to Jerusa- 
lem across the mountainous parts of 
central Europe. 


Extorting food from tho people among 


whom they passed, and set upon by 
them in revenge, the pilgrims fell in 
every road, cut down by sickness, star- 
vation and the sword. Others no doubt 
ran back to their deserted homes, until 
in Hungary Peter found himself alone. 


Meanwhile a very different army had 


been gathering on all sides, made up of 
the very flower of chivalry of all the 
European nations. 


G-udfrey do Bouillon, duke of Lor- 


taine, tbp Count of Toulaun, Barmond, 
Tancred, felei de la EMichs and many 
another warrior whose name stands high 
in history led their armies to join the 
host. 


William Euf ns was now king of Eng- 


land, a man so avaricious and unscrupu- 
lous that he never hesitated to take by 
force any possession of his nobles that 
wus loft una uari}e4' 
Under sxich a mas- 


ter it is not strangu that the English no- 
bles were loath to leave their castles for 
so long a journey, and hence few Eng- 
lish names have figured in the first cru- 
sade. 


Impetuous, finpi'Qvjdent, trustful Rob- 


ert of Normandy, however, who nevee 
could remember evil of his brother the 
;>oxt day after he had most cruelly 
abused him, row turns to William for 
aid. His generous heart burning to re- 
lieve the sufferings of the Holy Land 
leads him to sacrifice every future prpg- 
pect for the purpose of obtaining the 
means of gratifying the present impulse, 


Hs mortgages his duchy of Normandy 


to his brother Willjain B,ufus, king of 
England, find with his money thus ob.- 
tained fits out his portion of the holy 
army. 


The science of navigation was in that 


age too crude to be able to provide 
means of transit for so large an army 
by water, and the whole force, 600,000 
infantry and 100,000 cavalry, marched 
by land across central Europe and over 
the Hellespont into Asia Minor. 


The pitiless sun, the flinty soil, a 


strange climate, lack of food, want of 
water, all fought on the side of the Turk 
against the Crusaders, and the path of 
the devoted army was marked by a trail 
of graves. 


At Nicea, at Antioch, and in other 


places the contending armies met. As (* 
general thing the Crusaders were victo- 
rious, and on a January morning in 1098 
the advancing anny, Tancred in the 
lead, ascending a hill, looked for the 
first time upon the city of J^rusalem. 


General and 
soldier, prince 
and 


peasant, fell prostrate npon the ground. 
Some wept for joy nt the sight; others 
with sorrow, because above the temple 
and the sepulcher the crescent of Mo- 
hammed glistened in the sun. 


The siege which followed lasted for 


months, and when at last the city was 
taken the few inside whom the assaults 
had spared fell by the swords of the con- 
querors. 


In making arrangements for govern- 


ing the city the conquerors decided to 
elect one of their number king, and the 
crown was offered to Robert of Nor- 
mandy, who declined it. 
Afterward 


Godfrey tie Bouillon, who seems to have 
been an 
irreproachable knight, was 


chosen to this high place with its. pares, 
but would not take this title nor th* 
crown. 
He iniide a most successful 


rnler until Ulb death, onlv one year 
later. 
Thus ended the first Crusade.— Boston 


Lrseuili of tho Wuiidorlti); Jew. 


The old Jowiih story is that Car- 


taplulus, the* bookkeeper r.f tho Judg- 
ment liiill nniler the employ of Pontius 
Pihite, strufk onr Lord as he was led 
from the hall, saying. "Go faster! Get 
on!" Ji?.ui3 turned to him ami said, "1 
go, but yon tarry until 1 ooiue again." 
Cursed though he was he afterward be- 
came a Christian anil was luipiizud. 
In 


tradition he still lives, falling inlo a pro- 
tracted trance every thirty years. 


Another legend tells us that Jesns, al- 


most overcome by the weight of the 
cross us he was carrying it to the place 
of execution, stopped before the shop of 
a cobbler, ami rested his hand against 
the wall of the building. This enraged 
the cobbler, whose name was Ahasuerus, 
to such an extent that lie threw a last at 
the Man of Sorrows, crying to him: "Get 
off! 
Away with yon1' 
.k'.-ms rebuked 


him, saying, "I go and go ijnickly; but 
command thee to wamler over the earth 
until the judgment day." This last 
legend is the one given by Paul von 
Eitzen, bishop of Scales wig. in the year 
1547 


A_ third legend says that Ahasuems 


had been detailed to bring .lesus into the 
judgment hall of Pilate, and that he 
was rushing onr Lord along at a swift 
gait when Jesus complained of weari- 
ness and requested to sit down on a 
stone by tho wayside. This request was 
refused by the heartless wretch, who ex- 
claimed. "Move on, Jesus, move on! 
Thou shalt not rest." Jesns replied, "1 
go my way unto everlasting rest, but 
taou shalt go away and never rest until 
1 return to earth again."—St. Louis Ke- 
publio.

Keil, Germany, on February 3.

Monmseu was one of tte last of the dwind- 
ling group of scholars to whose genius is 
due the golden age of G<-rmany'ii universi- 
ties. He was born on November 30, 1817, 
at Gerding, in Hol-itn'n. He worked and 
suffered in the Revolutionary days of '18 
and '49. 
His father was an evangelical 


pastor, who personally gave his eon \b 
elements of bis education. From the gym- 
naatam at Altona he was graduated into 
the University at Keil. 
In 1842 he became 


a Doctor of Philosophy, and one j«ar later, 
at the age of twenty-five, he pubhhhcd ih» 
first of a long series of works on which bis 
fame aa a scholar rests. It was entitled 
"De Collegiis et Sodulieiis lionianorum". 
In 1854 Mommsen accepted the call of thn
